from some of the satellite coun- 
tries. The average Asian, Latin 
and African are not well informed 
in all the niceties of U.N. diplo- 
matic immunity. There will be 
some, perhaps, who will recognize 
that the United States did not 
act with boorishness about Khru- 
shchev’s coming. But most of 
them will see only that Khru- 
shchev was speaking from Amer- 
ica and propagandizing Soviet poli- 
cies of peace and disarmament. 
That these measures are known to 
be impossible of attainment will be 
lost in the flood of words and 
music from the Communist dele- 
gation. 


There will be a great courting 
of the new African delegations. 
And there may be, by late Sep- 
tember, a coercive weight to hang 
over their heads. It is just possible 
that by September 20 the Congo 
will be under Russian control. If 
so, the new nations, which have 
supported the U.N. mission in that 
chaotic country, will know that 
from the Congo, in the literal 
heart of Africa, there will in the 
future flow a varied, unrelenting 
Soviet pressure of subversion and 
presuasion.

ALEXANDRIA, La. (UPI) — 
Earl Kemp Long, who bellowed 
and bullied and cajoled his way 
from a backwoods farm into the 
highest political offices Louisiana 
had tooffer; quietly “rolled over 
and died’ of a heart seizure Mon- 
day. 


Long, who had been governor 
three times, was 65. He died in 
the hospital where he had been 
since Aug. 27, the day he was 
nominated by the Democrats of 
his home district to Congress, de- 
spite more than a year of uncon- 
ventional hehavior and a pending 


His last victory, won when he 
seemed politically dead, was his 
greatest and it probably cost him 
his life. He refused to cut down a 
program of five or six speeches a 
day. 


WASN’T WELL 


On the eve of his nomination to 
Congress in a runoff primary—the 
same as election in overwhelming- 
ly Democratic Louisiana — his 
friends saw that he wasn’t well 
and gave him a sedative in a cup 
of coffee.

“‘When you're driving 140 miles 
an hour there’s not much you can 
do in a situation such as that. 
Everything seemed to disinte- 
grate. It was certainly tragic. 
McDuffie was one of the most 
popular mechanics in the business, 
and one of the best.” 


Bob Colvin, president of the 
Darlington Raceway, issued this 
statement after the race: 


“We lost one of the finest me- 
chanics in the world in Paul Mc- 
Duffie and two others who loved 
the sport and made it as great 
as it is.”

A couple of weeks ago it announced 
that developers interested in land in the 
project areas should make their interest 
known. Land won't be sold until after 
public advertisement for competitive bids, 
but developers can now get information 
on what will be available and the general 
plans for it. 

Since much headway has been made 
in buying land in three renewal areas and 
since public sale of the land will probably 
begin this fall, the grand jury is right in 
suggesting that the public be given a 
thorough picture of this procedure. We 
are sure the housing authority will agree. 
This newspaper will be glad to cooperate 
with them in carrying out this jury rec- 
ommendation. 

The important statistics to remember 
in any approach to urban renewal is this 
one the grand jury quoted: 60 per cent of 
city services go to slum areas that provide 
in return only 6 per cent of the revenue 
that pays for that service.

Georgia Ranks Fortieth 


In Per Capita Income 


‘Georgia's still moving ahead in eras- 
ing its per capita income differential with 
the rest of the nation but there’s still a 
long way to go. We advanced from 42nd 
to 40th position between 1958 and 1959, 
displacing both North and South Dakota. 


Figures from the Atlanta field office 
of the U.S. Department of Commerce 
show that the $1,553 per capita average 
in the state in 1959 was $66 greater than 
the previous year. This leaves us still in 
the lowest 10 in the nation.. 

But in percentage rate of increase, the 
state in the last decade registered ninth 
from the top—52.8 per cent. 

It’s good to see better incomes in our 

state and the determination to equal or 
better the national average. When the last 
dollar of the differential is erased, we can 
set new goals of equalling the best.

Let U.N. Prepare Itself 
For Mr. K.’s Onslaught 


Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev has 
announced he will attend the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly session beginning Sept. 20. 
This is a signal that the United States and 
the world had better prepare themselves 
for the biggest propaganda onslaught in 
many months. 

Along with him, according to reports, 
will come the top flunkeys from the sat- 
ellites, probably including Fidel Castro 
and the Congo’s Lumumba. Rumors are 
rampant that Khrushchev will announce 
a Soviet man in space. He’ll make a big 
pitch—of that we can be sure. 

Nikita will have a lot of things to talk 
about. There’ll be the U2 spy case, the 
situation in Cuba and “peaceful coexist- 
ence,” which is the Kremlin’s term for 
winning the world without war. But per- 
haps his biggest pitch will be on disarma- 
ment. And here he hopes to gain the big- 
gest propaganda bonanza of all. 

Soviet disarmament proposals are dis- 
arming indeed to unwary opinion around 
the world. But on examination they 
would disarm the West first and provide 
no acceptable inspections or guarantees 
that the Russians would live up to agree- 
ments. 

Yes, indeed, Mr. Khrushchev will 
have a lot to talk about. And the United 
States will remain on the defensive. 
Meanwhile, the Communists busily pre- 
pare to make a base for penetration of 
the Western hemisphere almost on our 
own shores. They are undercutting the 
U.N. while moving overtly to take over 
the Congo and eventually all of Africa. 

To augment his designs and to divert 
world attention from them, Mr. Khru- 
shchev is going visiting. We dare say that 
this trip will be a far cry from his last 
one to this country. He will be welcomed 
like the plague.

Mentally Ill Children 


Need Treatment Now 


Frank A. Smith, director of the Geor- 
gia Association for Mental Health, has 
made a feasible suggestion concerning 
facilities for treatment of children who 
are mentally ill. 

He favors renting a house and se- 
curing a minimum staff, with child psy- 
chiatrists from Emory University. 

The cost would be modest and the 
facility would serve to bridge the gap 
between now and the time the 500-bed 
treatment center, with 50 beds for chil- 
dren, is completed. ° 

As The Constitution has repeatedly 
pointed out, the state is providing no 
treatment for its mentally ill youths. 

Why wait another two years, which is 
the approximate time it will take to com- 
plete the planned 500-bed center, to make 
a start toward curing some of these neg- 
lected children?

Production Costs Have 
Farmers Across Barrel 


The squeeze in which farmers are 
caught is reflected once more in a report 
from the U.S. Department of Commerce’s 
Atlanta Field Office. 

Total income of Georgia farmers last 
year was approximately 857.6 million dol- 
lars which on the surface sounds like 
they really struck pay dirt. 

‘But production expenses gobbled up, 
604.4 million dollars, leaving a relatively 
small margin of profit when averaged 
out among all of those in the state en- 
gaged in agriculture.

True, religion is obviously go- 
ing to play some role in the presi- 
dential election.

comes to voting, if not riding. We don’t know who we're going 
which will be listed on the ballot on election day.

During the past 10 years 23,000 
additional children have swelled 
DeKalb’s school system to 44,000, 
placing heavy demands on tax- 
payers to. furnish $28.5 million 
since 1952 when state capital out- 
lay to the county stopped. 


And schools have been an issue 
in several of the races, most not- 
ably, perhaps, in the four-candi- 
date race for county commission 
chairman. Brince Manning, Deca- 
tur lawyer and insurance man, 
and J. O. Bowen, wealthy printer, 
present district commissioners, 
have been most outspoken against 
Jim Cherry, appointed school 
superintendent for the past 14 
years. Both have accused Cherry 
of playing “politics with the 
school vote.” 


Bowen recently voted against 
levying taxes for a 1.5 mill raise, 
which will boost teachers’ sal- 
aries and finance operating ex- 
penses. Manning abstained from 
voting, saying he had not received 
a copy of the budget and had not 
been assured the teachers would 
actually receive the raise, (The 
tax increase passed on a resolu- 
tion by Clark Harrison, District 
One commissioner, who is also a 
candidate for county commission 
chairman. )

Bowen’s platform is to reorgan- 
ize various county departments to 
save tax money, “give better and

She cited a case of an orderly, 
organized businessman, who 
married for the third time, who 
lives by rules. He and his wife 
go out three times a week, on 
fixed evenings. 


“When there’s peace between 
the couple, he gives his wife no 
attention. To make him notice 
her, the wife picks squabbles, 
demands more social life,"’ Dr. 
Fried explained. 

MORE HOPEFUL 


“This is exactly what hap- 
pened with his last marriage. 
But this time the situation is 
more hopeful because he begins 
to see it.” 


She cited another case to il- 
lustrate how behavior can 
undermine the ego and ruin 
marriage. 


Whenever my patient's hus- 
band was angry or irritated, 
she would cling frantically and 
search for closeness by making 
ardent love to him,”’ said Dr. 
Fried. “Yet each time, she fglt 
stifled by the closeness and then 
ashamed of tagging after him. 


“Periodically, she would wish 
him dead, try to run away, £o 
home to her parents. She was in 
a state of hopeless confusion 
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sion. And my patient actually 
enjoys her husband's getting 
mad and sounding off. She 
== he's expressing him- 
self.” 


Dr. Fried warned that during. 
the process of self-change, one’ 
mate must avoid humiliating 
or undermining the other. 


“In my profession, I find that 
often the changes we bring 
about 49 analysis are accom- 
pani a great deal of anger 
toward the partner,” she said. 
“This can break up marriages.” 


It need not occur. Whether a 
person wants to save his mar- 
riage or not, he can strengthen 
both his partner and himself, 
Dr. Fried believes.

Waterlog 
Of Tissues

We can’t live without water, but 
sometimes it becomes a problem 
when too much of it accumulates 
in the tissues.

In ordinary health, we can drink 
gallons of it and it just flushes on 


through. If anything, it does more 


good than harm if we drink 
more than usual. Remember, 
when you have a cold or flu or 


a number of other common ail- 
ments, part of the advice is 


“drink lots of fluids.” 


As long as the body is working 
normally, you want an abundant 
flow of water. But when seepage 
occurs (I don’t say this is an ac- 
curate physiological term for it,
